The report on business and agricultural conditions in the Sixth Federal 
Reserve District, issued March 25th, by Jos. A. McCord, Federal Reserve Agent, 
contained a typographical mistake in the fourth paragraph on the first page, the 


second and third lines becoming confused. 
This paragraph should read as follows: 


“There is no definite estimate at present as to the acreage 
planted to cotton this year in the district. No doubt many farmers 
will be influenced by the present high price of cotton to plant large 
acreage. However it will be remembered that the scarcity and high 
price of labor made it necessary to abandon the crop in some cases 
last year even where the boll weevil did not reach, the present labor 
conditions will probably have a bearing on the acreage planted 
this year.” 
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
